As to Anti-Trust Legislation 


(From the Los Angeles Financial News) 


At the Missouri State Bankers’ Association Held in 
St. Louis last week one of the speakers was Charles 
R. Van Bise, president of the University of Wis­ 
consin. His theme was the proposed Federal Anti- 
Trust legislation. He spoke iii part as follows: 
“There may be great magnitude in business and 
not monopoly; indeed, it is believed that b> far th® 
greatest number of large organizations fall short of 
monopoly. Duly if we assume that all of Hie great 
combinations of industry are monopolies, does the 
conclusion follow that they should he destroyed. Not 
only do I hold that not all large business is monop­ 
olistic, but that concentration up to a certain point 
is necessary in order to give efficiency, it would not 
be held by anyone, I imagine, that we should return 
to the situation of fifty or sixty years ago, in which 
industry was largely and minutely subdivided, in 
which there were few organizations of large size. Do 
any of you believe that we shall t vor return from the* 
great, flour mill to the cross-roads grist mill? It is 
impossible because of the economic gains of magni­ 
tude. 
“In regard to the Sherman Act, it has been assumed 
that its only violators are the great combinations. 
This assumption is made in practically all discus­ 
sions of the trusts. The steel trusts, the tobacco 
trusts and a few other large combinations are men­ 
tioned; and it is assumed that the small business 
men and the small producers are not acting in viola­ 
tion of the law. But the principle of co-operation 
which the Sherman Aet tries to suppress extends 
from the great industrial centers, like* New York. 
Philadelphia and st. Ixiuis to the country cross roads. 
Does it make any difference whether one buys anthra­ 
cite of one retail dealer or another? The price is 
identical from all dealers in the same- locality. The 
same is true* of ice, the antithesis of anthracite; and 
it is abo true of all standard articles. The principle 
of co-operation has extended from the great manu­ 
facturers and small dealers of the small citie s and 
even village’s. All are co-operating in exactly the 
same way; the' principle is the same for the large and 
small man; one is violating tile law just as certainly 
as is the other. 
“Much satisfaction has been expressed by many in 
the dissolution of the Standard Oil Company, the 
American Tobacco Company, the* American Telephone 
arid Telegraph Company, the Union Pacific Southern 
Pacific merger, and other organizations. Hut what 
advantage has the public derived from the disintegra­ 
tion of these corporations? It may he that other com­ 
panies engaged iii the manufacture of oii, tobacco, 
etc., have beeu benefited by the change. In regard 
to this I do not know, but lias the general public de­ 
rived any advantage from the destruction of these 
corporations? The chief interest of the public, in 
w hether kerosene or gasoline is manufactured by one 
company or by ten companies is the price paid for 
the product. Is the retail price of kerosene, tobacco, 
beef, or paper lower because there have been dissolu­ 
tions of groat organizations engaged in the manufac­ 
ture of these articles? It is not possible in an address 
to discuss in detail tile fluctuation of prices of the 
various articles concerned, but those of most import­ 
ance to the people are m eat and oil. For these the 
price has risen instead of fallen since the disintegra­ 


tion of the Standard Oil Company and the beef trusts. 
Indeed the price of meat has risen more rapidly than 
the average price of all commodities, and for the 
products of petroleum, if one combines kerosene, gas­ 
oline and machinery oil, the prices have risen more 
rapidly than the average for manufactured article. 
“Wherein will the public be benefited by the dis­ 
solution of the Union Pacific and tho Southern Pacific 
Railways? Are rates lower for passengers or freight 
than they were before Hie separation? And are they 
likely to become lower? Tho only effect one can fore­ 
see so far as the public is concerned in the separa­ 
tion of ilie.se railroad companies is that there will be 
fewer through trains, greater expense in accounting, 
and less close co-operation between the two systems 
in handling Hie freight arid passenger business of Hit* 
public. Wherein will the public be benefited by Hie 
voluntary separation under the pressure of Hie Att’or- 
ney-General, of the Bell Telephone Companj and the 
Western Union Telegraph Company? These two lines 
of business are closely analogous—the carrying of 
messages partly by one and partly by the other is 
of advantage to millions of people from the point of 
view or economy in doing the work of the two the 
(loser the co-operation the better. 
“My proposal in regard to the trusts, is neither reg­ 
ulated competition nor regulated monopoly (a fav­ 
orite antithetical statem ent of many), hut retention 
oi competition, prohibition of monopoly, permission 
for co-operation, and regulation of the latter. 
“If, however, we retain freedom of competition, 
permit concentration sufficient to give efficiency, al­ 
low reasonable co-operation, and prevent monopoly, 
this will require regulation just as it lias been neces­ 
sary to regulate the railroads. This done, the Sherman 
Law will be forgotten. Has there been any prosecu­ 
tion of tile railroads for violation of the Sherman 
Law because of collusion in fixing rates? And yet 
everyone of us here knows that they are just as flag­ 
rant violators of the Sherman Act as any other class 
of corporations iii the* United States. Are tho freight 
rates the same for different roads between any two 
points? Are the passenger rates between New York 
and St. Louis identical on all roads? Can you do bet­ 
ter in price by traveling over the Pennsylvania than 
over any other road? The rate is the same providing 
tho speed is tile same. 
“My proposal is that restraint of trade, either by 
combination or contract, and cooperation in limita­ 
tion of output division of territory, or fixing of prices 
lie prohibited ho far as they are inimical to the wel­ 
fare ol the public. Not only so, but it may be wise 
to make a presumption that actions of corporations 
along the above line are inimical to the welfare of 
the public until approved by the commission. 
But 
when any act of co-operation has been approved 
by the appropriate commission it should be free 
from attack. By this simple expedient the situation 
becomes cleared. Co-operation for all classes of busi­ 
ness would be allowed to continue, so far as it was 
not. inimical to the public welfare. Can there be 
any justification for going further than the proposal 
made, that for all classes of corporations all prac­ 
tices inimical to the public welfare bo prohibited? 
For practices not inimical to tho general welfare 
what possible reason can lie given for their inhihi- 
t ion ? ’
